On May 3d, when the Administration 


had decided to take a new departure 
and suspend the provisions of an act 
of congress which was to take effect 
May 5th. W. Q. Gresham, secretary of 
state, telegraphed the governors of the 
Pacific coast states " that reports, ap- 
parently reliable, indicate danger of 
violence to the Chinese when the ex- 
clusion act takes effect and the presi- 
dent earnestly hopes you will employ 
all lawful means for their protection. 
•yQvremor Pennoyer of Oregon imme- 
diately replied to W. Q. Qresham, "I 
will attend to my business; let the 
president attend to his." 


That the president and secretary of 


state overstepped the bounds of cour- 
tesy as well us duty is very generally 
conceded. 
Governor Pennoyer said 


Granham's dispatch was a deliberate 
Insult to the state of Oregon, and he 
answered It as it deserved. 
Congress 


passed a law, and the president instead 
of enforcing it, entered into an agree- 
ment with the Chinese Six Companies 
f.o suspend its operations. 
If the act 


is declared constitutional the president 
will be in the position of a lawbreaker, 
hence to save his reputation it will be 
necessary to declare the law unconsti- 
tutional. 


The independent press and citizens 


of the country commend Governor 
Pennoyer's bl'-nt reply to Mr. Gresham. 
The Lawen Advocate says: "Call him 
what names you please; ridicule, de- 
nounce and condemn him; there is yet 
a spice of independence and a real 
strong flavor of official integrity and 
American manhood about his utter- 
ances which the masses will tacitly 
approve. Pennoyer, governor, may be 
a'crank,' but he evidently is not a 
time-serving, lick-spittle." 


The yew Yark Sun, which shines for 


all and toadys to none, throws its rays 
on the subject and illuminates it so 
clearly in the following language that 
even thoae who fcow before the admin- 
istration shrine " that office may follow 
fawaing;" cannot fail to see that the 
u+uidy, brusque and independent gov- 
ernor of Oregon was right: 


"As a direct and eaer^etic statemsnt 


of the constitutional relations between 
the chief executive of the federal gov- 
ernment and the chief magistrate of 
one of the states of the Union, Pennoy- 
er's reply to Mr. Cleveland is unexcep- 
tionable. It is not of ten that a dozen 
words convey a greater constitutional 
truth or a sounder declaration of pur- 
pose. If Mr. Cleveland had received 
fro a Governor Pennoyer a dispatcb 
urging him to do his plain duty in a 
manner entirely within the president's 
province, and entirely outside the prov- 
ince of the governor of Oregon, and if 
the president had telegraphed: «I wui 
atteud to my business; let the governor 
o? Oregou attend to his," -it is quite 
conceivable that some people might re- 
gvd the answer from Washington as 
an eppigrammatic rebuke, and an asser- 
ti «i of official dignity worthy of u 
place in history. 
It would certainly 


ba an impertinence for Governor Pen- 
noyer to assume that Mr. Cleveland 
w is not wide awake to the duties of 
b .3 own office, or that he did not intend 
ta enforce to the best of his ability the 
laws which he had sworn to execute. 


"Governor Pennoyer might 
have 


b3en more polite. Barring considera- 
tions of taste, he could not have ex- 
pressed with greater force or in fewer 


~Tt'ools of political tricksters, hare-only, 


themselves to blame for the unfortu- 
nate condition of financial affairs. One 
half the money of ultimate redemption 
has been demonetized in the interest 
of the great money lenders of the 
world, and the outrage condoned 
through the machinations of place 
hunting politicians, who play upon 
men's prejudices and get them to sup- 
port the parties that are responsible 
for the infamy. To-day the United 
States, which should be the most pros- 
perous nation on the face of the globe, 
is threatened with a financial panic 
because of the scarcity of money, when 
there is sufficient money locked up in 
its treasury vaults to coin $150,000,000. 
Instead, however, of coining this silver 
and puttjng it in circulation either as 
coin or silver notes to relieve the strin- 
gency and supply the demands of 
trade, the gold men want bonds issued 
and the national debt increased to 
make money scarcer.

UNDER THE DOIOX, 


America'* ArchltectafI Epic—Some In- 


teresting Information Concerning tbe 
Capitol— The Suprenfc Court. 


By C. D. Van Duzer. 


When you see the capitol building 


for the first tune a feeling of disap- 
pointment comes over you. So much 
has been written of its beauty that 
your ideal calls for something which 
the first glimpse of it is inadequate to 
satisfy. This feeling, us you become 
more and more familiarwith the build- 
ing, gives away to one of wonderment 
and appreciation of 


THE MOST BHATIPfL BUILDING 


You ever beheld. It& glistening dome 
is the first thing you see approaching 
the city and the last thing that fades 
from view as you leave. The architect- 
ure is. not of a, bingle distinctive type 
but is composite 
There arc other 


buildings hi the world famous for 
beauty more delicately traced in out- 
lines and more exquisite in detail, but 
in massive grandeur none approach the 
capitol building of our nation. It is 
said to be the most perfectly propor- 
tioned building in the world for its- 
size. Others approach but do not equal 
it. It is the epic poem of architecture. 
The massive marble columns that have 
made the architecture of Greece and 
Rome famous, and which never tire the 
eye by their simple beauty, are a strik- 
ing characteristic of the building. 
Each ol the public buildings in the city 
have a different style, for while the 
treasury is surrounded and supported 
by Doric columns, the patent office is 
Ionic and the postofflce Corinthian, 
while tbe state, war and navy, with iU 
delicate beauty and pleasing architect- 
ual effects, which is unsurpassed in 
this country, is of the Italian Renais- 
sance. In the famous churches we have 
the spires of the Gothic, and hi tht 
ungainly and awkward barn-like build- 
ing, the pension office, we have moderi. 
American architecture which is purely 
utilitarian with no artistic effect. But 
the tapitol is the one thing of beauty 
that you marvel at, admire and go inrc 
raptures *ver. Of course, some peoplt 
may see nothing in such a building but 
a large structure for government use, 
but people who can gaze at its classu 
outlines and fail to receive that inspira- 
tion that one does from the reading of 
an exquisite poem, from hearing an 
eloquent oration or inspecting a beauti- 
ful painting can get but little out of 
life. To such a person I would say 
read Ruskin and learn, then to hear 
music in the running brook, read 
sermons from stones and revel in the 
intoxication and delights that a land- 
scape may produce on the mind that 
see life in its perfection in inanimate 
nature. 


During the sessions of congress the 


building is constantly thronged with 
statesmen, politicians and secretaries, 
newspaper men and distinguished 
visitors and the idle spectators. Every 
portion of the building is open for in- 
spection, and there are enough points 
of interest in the way of statuary, 
paintings, frescoes and historical repre- 
sentations in marble and bronze to 
keep the student of history reveling in 
delights for a week. 


ITS LOCUTION AND SL1UIOUNDINQS. 


The building is on an eminence com- 


manding a fine view of the city. It is 
surrounded 
by an extensive lawn, 


ich, under the care of a skillful 


landscape gardener, has been rendered 
beautiful. 
Trees, scrubs, vinefe and 


flowers; fountains, shady bowers and 
winding driveways afford a succession 
of beautiful effects. 
Approaching it 


from Pennsylvania avenue, after leav- 
ing Peace monument, you walk up an 
ascending avenue lined on both sides 
by large shade trees. A succession of 
elegant flights of marble steps bring 
you to the wide and elegant terrace 
from which the city is seen partially 
below and in front of you. Tbe terrace 
is the level from which one enters 
through the main doorways. It is 
several hundred feet wide. Iron rail- 
ings, marble balustrades, lamps with 
handsome glass globes, with large pots 
containing palms and semi-tropical 
plants, make it a place of beauty where 
one rests after climbing the long steps. 
Immediately beneath one are several 
stories partially underground in which 
are many of the lessor committee 
rooms, engine and power house and 
rooms stored with ancient documents 
and a world of things connected with 
the government. It is a subterranean 
cavern with as many winding passages 
and labrynths as the Pyramids of 
Egypt. It is related as a fact, and is 
not a mere idle tradition, that during 
the war a soldier wandered in there 
when it was as yet not fully completed 
and became lost. He was never seen 
afterwards and the supposition is that 
tiis bones lie in some forgotten spot 
which forms his sepulchre. 


ITS DIMENSION AND COST. 


The central portion of th»- building 


was completed in 1827. T:t is con- 
structed of Virginia sandstone, painted 
white. The senate and house wings 
were erected at a later period. The 
total lenght of the building is 751 feet, 
its width 864 feet; this includes steps 
and porticos. It covers an area of 
tour acres. Its extreme height is 307 
feet six inches. The huge dome which 
crowns this noble structure is con- 
structed of cast iron, and weighs 4,000 
tons. It took eight years to complete 
it. Its base consists of a peristyle of 
thirty-six fluted columns surmounted 
by an entablature and a balustrade. 
On the top of the dome is an immense 
bronze figure of Liberty, which is nine- 
teen feet and a half high, weighs seven 
tons and a half, and cost .$24,000.

The 
library of congress is in a whig of the 
capitol but will soon be moved from its 
inadequate quarters to the new build- 
ing which is being erected east of the 
capitol. The library of congress is one 
of the interesting objects and its high, 
dingy alcoves are filled with books and 
documents. 
They are piled in all 


directions, and while it has the air of 
a typical old library, where one can 
delve into the ancient tombs that lead 
back into distant ages, yet it is ill- 
adapted to represent so famous » col- 
lection as it contains. 


THE SUPBEME OOUBT OHAMBEB. 


One of the handsomest rooms is the 


supreme court chamber. It is elegantly 
furnished in plush and is semi-circular 
in form. Rich draperies hang above 
the bench where the robed and gowned 
judges sit, the embodiment of dignity 
and judicial learning. It is a famous 
room. , 


In the early history of the nation 


this room was occupied by the senate, 
but since 1860 it has been the quarters 
of the supreme court. The court is in 
session from October until May, while 
the judges, during the rest of the year, 
act in their respective circuits. The 
jhamber itself is a beautiful specimen 
of classic architecture. On the walls 
can be seen marble busts of the- de- 
jeased chief justices. The central por- 
tion of the chamber has large mahogany 
lables and chairs for the use of the bar. 
In this small, semi-circular hall has 
been heard the eloquence of Webster, 
Calhoun, Clay and all the great states- 
men, while in later years some of the 
knottiest legal questions with which 
lawyers ever wrestled have been argued 
by the best legal talent in America. 
The sittings of the court begin at noon, 
when the crier requests all persons in 
the room to rise and then announces 
" The honorable the chief justices and 
the associate justices of the supreme 
jourt of the United States." The jus- 
tices, clad in long, flowing silken robes, 
jome in, bow to the bar and spectators 
and are seated, the chief justice in the 
jenter and the associates on either side, 
in order of their appointment. Where- 
upon the crier, in the ancient language 
of the English bar, says: "Oyez, oyez, 
oyez, all persons having business with 
the supreme court of the United States 
are admonished to draw near and give 
their attention, for the court is now 
sitting. God save the United States 
and this honorable court." 


The intercourse between judges and 


the bar is most pleasant and courteous. 
It is an exceedingly interesting spot 
and a most impressive place. Court 
adjourns promptly at 4 o'clock each 
day, when the justices retire and col- 
ored attendants remove their robes 
while they pass out by a side door. 


The other important rooms of the 


buildings are the senate, house, presi- 
dent's room, restaurant and the many 
reception rooms and elegant corridors. 
Of these I will speak in my next.

HAN FRANCISCO UNEMPLOYED. 


They Make an Earnest Appeal for 


Assistance, 


The Son. Francisco unemployed num- 


bering over 3,000 persons, who want 
work, but cannot procure it, have 
appealed to the commissioners of the 
World's Columbian Exposition for 
assistance. They do not impeach the 
well-known generosity of the citizens 
of San Francisco as there is but one in- 
terpretation to be placed upon their 
action, and that is inability to respond 
to their appeal. This, they believe, is 
attributable to a financial stringency 
and business depression. They ask for 
the aid of the press in support of their 
appeal, which is as follows: 


"Owing to the evils of murderous 


competition, the supplanting of manual 
labor by machinery, excessive Mon- 
golian and pauper immigration, the 
curse of absentee landlordism, and 
worst of all, a villainous system of 
finance which has* restricted the circu- 
lating medium of the United States to 
less than six dollars per capita, we, 
the hereunto subscribing American 
citizens, residents of the city and 
county of San Francisco, find ourselves 
and families, with thousands of qnr 
fellow-citizens, in a condition of hope- 
less destitution. 


" We have appealed to our local 


authorities and fellow-citizens in vain. 
Nothing has been done. 


" In the name of God and our com- 


mon humanity, we appeal to all good 
people to help us to that immediate 
succor our desperate straits demand. 


"Indorsing and requesting compli- 


ance with the request of the unem- 
ployed to the World's Columbian Ex- 
position commission for a California 
day, we have hereunto placed our hands 
and seal." 


Mark Lane, a notary public in and 


for the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco, duly commissioned and sworn, 
certifies that he has carefully counted 
the signatures attached to the decla- 
ration of destitution and finds that 
there are over 3,000 signatures thereto.
